1. Thank you for your advice and assistance in forming this 
year’s NFIP budget. Last week? s PRC (I) meeting helped me greatly 
In deciding the program rankings. and total funding to propose for 
the NFIP. I believe that the proposed budget for fiscal years 
1980 - 1984— which I have now submitted to 0MB and to all of you— 
accurately reflects the preferences of the PRC(I). 

2. Before meeting with the President, I would like. to be 
certain that this budget has the endorsement of the PRC (I) members. 

I would like to learn during the next week whether you find the 
priority rankings expressed In this budget to be consistent with 
your needs as consumers of national intelligence.
